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HEROISM — HUMAN OR DIVINE? 
There is something abou t a tale of heroism at 
sea th a t pu ts it in a class by itself. 
To landsm en the sea is an ominou s my stery , 
ev en at best. When it gets in an angry mood it 
inspires terror as few other things do. The mere 
thou ght of men defy ing its perils in frail boats 
in order to sav e liv es of strangers is profou ndly 
stirring. The brav ery of seamen is so casu al, so 
m atter-of-fact, th at it almost pu ts the rest of u s 
to shame. 
The other day the American steamer, Ameri­ 
can M erchant, picked u p an SOS call from the 
B ritish steam er Ex eter City , ou t in the mid- 
Atlantic. A terrific winter gale was blowing; it 
was so v iolent th a t althou gh the steam ers were 
only 15 miles apart it took the American Mer­ 
chant three hou rs to reach the Ex eter City . 
The British ship was fou ndering, with bridge 
and chartroom washed away and w ater pou ring 
into the hold throu gh a smashed fore hatch. The 
sea was too v iolent for lifeboats. Getting two big 
steam ers alongside was a risky job calling for 
the highest degree of seam anship. 
Bu t Captain Stedm an, m aster of the American 
M erchant, m anaged it somehowr. He lost a life­ 
boat, bu t he finally got a line aboard the B rit­ 
isher, and after 12 hou rs of perilou s labor he got 
the 22 men from the sinking ship aboard his own 
steam er. Then, with the Ex eter City plu nging 
to the bottom, he headed for New York with the 
su rv iv ors. 
Stories of this kind aren’t u ncommon, and 
nev er hav e been, since first men started v oy ­ 
aging across great waters. And the impressiv e 
thing abou t them is not the way in which sailors 
u nfailingly combine great professional skill with 
high cou rage; it is the way in which su ch m ani­ 
festations are taken for granted — the way sea­ 
m en risk their liv es for the sake of others w ith­ 
ou t making any fu ss abou t it, or striking any he­ 
roic attitu des or letting on th a t the whole bu si­ 
ness is fn the least ou t of the ordinary . 
These acts of heroism are among the hu m an 
race’s best recommendations. T hat so m any men 
can be fou nd who are ready on a second's notice 
to take their liv es in their hands in the midst 
of foaming wav es and great darkness — isn’t this 


the v isible ou tw ard sign of a tru e inw ard di­ 
v inity ? 


ANEMIA IN THE THEATER 
The au dience in an American th eater is u su ally 
abou t as placid a grou p of people as y ou cou ld 
find any where. 
If the action on the stage is an u nu su ally ex ­ 
citing m elodram a or an u ncommonly am u sing 
farce, the au dience may display some emotion. 
Otherwise it is apt to sit there qu ietly . It can 
be bored, offended, pleased or shocked, bu t its 
emotions will find v ery little ex pression. 
Consequ ently , it is interesting to read th a t a 
new play , “We, the People,” opening in New York 
recently , rou sed its au dience to ex trem e tu rbu ­ 
lence. Wild applau se alternated with v ehem ent 
hissing; almost ev ery one in the theater, ev ident­ 
ly , either liked the play v ery m u ch or disliked it 
v ery mu ch, and lost no time in m aking his feel­ 
ings known. 
This play was w ritten by Elmer Rice. Rice is 
something of a radical, and the play is a forth ­ 
right discu ssion of cu rrent political, social and 
economic problems. That, of cou rse, ex plains the 
cheers and the hisses; and it may , too, be some­ 
thing for theatrical m anagers and produ cers 
generally to think abou t. 
A whole lot has been w ritten abou t the de­ 
cline of the theater in the last few y ears. New 
York is fu ll of empty theaters; the “road,” if 
not dead, is at least moribu nd. Cities th a t u sed 
to su pport two or three theaters all w inter long 
now get along w ith one, and it is dark half the 
time. Smaller towns sometimes do not see half 
a dozen legitim ate produ ctions a y ear. 
This has been blamed on the mov ies, on the 
au tomobile, on the radio, on economic conditions 
and on Heav en knows w hat else; bu t isn’t it 
possible th a t part of it is du e to the fact th a t the 
theater so seldom giv es u s a timely , controv ersial 
play on some topic of deep pu blic interest? 
It is not often th a t we get a play these day s 
th a t prov okes part of the au dience to hearty 
cheers and part of it to lu sty boos. If we had a 
few more of them it is ju st possible th a t the th e ­ 
atrical bu siness wou ld be a little more prosper­ 
ou s.
